Aug. 12. — In tlieir advance the British 
huve captured Warvlllers, Vrtdy, Fol- 
fea, Rosters nnd Vauvlllers. 

The enemy seems to he retrenting all 
•long the battle line, especinlly In the 
center, where he Is being heavily at- 
tacked by the British. 

Chipilly spur, north of the Somme, 
'Waa captured hy the Amerirnn nnd 
British troops. The nltnck begun at 
live o’clock wlien the allies moved for- 
■ward between the Ancre nnd the 
Somme. They were supported by tanks 
and were preceded by n henvy bnrriige 
Bre. The enemy wus driven toward 
Bray, northeast of Chipilly. . 

British tanks have been seen well 
*0 the east of Meharlcourt. Streams 
of German transports are still going 
ieaatward. Two New German divisions 
Bave been engnged by the advancing 
allies. Information re<'elved from pris- 
oners Indicates that the lighting may 
•oon become heavier, 
i Hun Retreat Cut Off. 

, Parts, Aug. 12.— Von Hutler's retreat 
Ifrom Montdidier was eut off when the 
french captured Faverolles. The Ger- 
man position nlong the Montdldler- 
Boye road is precarious. At noon the 
french line ran from Faverollea, Pren- 
nes, RoMot, Cuvllly, Rcssons-Sur- 
Matz and Vlgremont.- This Hue puts 
Bfontdldler behind the French line.

Americana In Fight. 

Washington. Ang. 12.— The British 
«war office official statement on the 
drive in Plcnrdy reveals for the first 
time the fact that American troops arc 
'taking part In this smashing blow 
there against the enemy. There hail 
been no Information here to show that 
men from this country were In the 
drive and the Identity of the unit or 
anlta la not known. 

Large numbers of American soldiers 
•re brigaded with the British for train- 
ing, and they have al<led In offensive 
strokes, notably that at Hamel, July 
4 , when they advanceil with Aus- 
tralians and took eonsidemble ground 
and some prisoners. 

The presence of the Americans be- 
lilnd the British lines wns believed to 
liave enabled the British to assemble 
large forces for the ()resent drive, l)iif 
the news that Americans nctnnily nrc 
In the fighting ami have won "n consld- 
•rable success" wns received here wllll 
gratification. 

"Can't Keep Americans Out." 

' "Ton can’t keep them oni," was the 
I comment of one high offielal when told 
that Americans were aiding in the 
flcardy battle. 

The fall of Montdidier nnd the begin- 
ning of the evacuation hy the Ger- 
mnni of the Mnntdidler-Noyon front 
•were greeted here with high sntlsfnc- 
tlon. It had been apparent to officers 
who are following developments close- 
ly that Montdidier must full very soon. 
TT>e retrenf of the enemy nlong the 
line southeast of that place promises 
to be a perilous movement. It wns said, 
with the strong possibility of Impor- 
tant captures In men nnd munitions 
By the French. ] 

' It would cause no surprise to nh- 
•ervers here If Marshal Fiwh extended 
fits thrust Immediately along the line 
aniith of the Oise nnd link up the Plear- 
Ifly front with the Alsne-Vesle line, Hins 
threatening the enemy nlong the whole

tnneoualy. Even If tl*> Germnns In 
the Montdldlnr-Noyon pocket escapt*. a 
french drive south of the Oise would 
Immediately put them In Jtmpnrdy 
again If It met with any suecess.

Having Hioronghly whipped the 
armies ot the Oernmn crown prince 
and drUen them, hack JtNMtoijd .the i 
’ vesl'i? rivl'r, amcii. ndw a marshal of 
France, turned his attention in the 
middle nt the week to the forces un- 
der the Bavarian crown iirlnce. Blip- 
precht. At dawn on Thursday the Brit- 
ish Fourth army and the French First 
army, under eominand of Field Mar- 
shal Malg, began an offensive on a 
wide front In the region (‘asl and south-

tack was alimit twenty elglit miles lit 
length, from .\lhert south to the vicin- 
ity of Montdidier. 

Within ‘J4 lionrs the iiIHihI forees had 
penetrated the eneiny llni's to iioinis 
from six to seven miles beyond Hiestart, 
had taken more Hinn 10.000 prisoners 
and great qniintlHes of material and 
muiiy guns, nnd had occupied tintnerons 
towns. ’I'lielr (iwd lossi's were retnark- 
nhly Hglit. Tanks led the Infantry In 
the attack nnd did wondcifnlly good 
work.

Proposal to Make the American Expo, 
ditionary Force in China Prac- 
tically a Student Army.

Under the agreement entered Into 
between the powers and China follow- 
ing the Boxer uprising In IftOO, the 
United States government was per- 
muted to keep an expeditionary force j 
of about 2,000 men In China, says Mil- 
lard’s Uevlew. This force Is stationed 
at Tientsin and Pekin, about 1,500 men 
being stationed at the former place 
and the rest stationed as a legation 
guard In Pekin. It has now been pro- 
posed to the American government at 
Washington that the regular army 
troops stationed at Tientsin be re- 
called to America for service In France 
and their places taken by a contingent 
of the same number of men who are 
now In training In America at the vari- 
ous eantonnieiits under the provisions 
of the selective draft. The Idea orig- 
inated with MaJ. Arthur Bassett, Judge 
advocate of the army contingent at 
Tientsin, and formerly United States 
district attorney of China. Under the 
plan suggested hy J.. jor Bassett the 
contingent of regular army troops now 
In China should b(> returned to Ameri- 
ca and sent to France, ns the men de- 
sire, and lu their place the United 
rdates government should send out 
l,.'i00 men specially selected from the 
.standpoint of education and training, 
who would be iivallable upon their re- 
tirement from service In China to en- 
gage In trade or other activities In 
China and the far East.
